WILMINGTON - “It happened so fast. By the time I got 
there, nothing was left,” said George Bradley, who left his 
house on Thursday morning to run errands and returned to 
find his family home destroyed by fire. 

Thursday, December 6th, a fire was reported at 11:18 a.m. 
by one of Bradley’s neighbors as they drove by 20 North 
Street in Wilmington and saw the house was ablaze. 

It took several people to track Bradley down. He was help- 
ing an elderly Wilmington resident with errands - one of 
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several part-time jobs Bradley cherished in the broken econ- 
omy. 
“Your house is burning to the ground, you have to go 
home,” Bradley recounted the shocking call. It was the only 
- home he’d ever known. “That was our family home. I was 
born and raised there,” he said. 

The caller then asked about Bradley’s wife, who typically 
worked the night shift at Burger King. Bradley said she hap- 
pened to take the morning shift instead. “Or else she would 

have been home...asleep during the fire.”

Keeping Elderly 
Veterans Safe 
at Home

WILMINGTON / WOBURN 
-Lou Cimaglia was present- 
ed with the William A. 
Rogers Memorial Award on 
December 7th at the Hilton 
Hotel in Woburn for pioneer- 
ing a program that benefits 
elderly and handicapped 
veterans throughout 
Massachusetts. 

Cimaglia is known locally 
as a Wilmington Veteran's 
Agent and as the founder of 
Local Heroes, which sup- 
ports deployed service men 
and women across the globe. 
Last year, Cimaglia was 
approached by Peter 
Rodrigues, Executive Vice 
President of Be Safer at 
Home, Inc., which provides 
personal emergency 
response services to the eld- 
erly, disabled, and their 
caregivers. 

The service allows the end- 
user to live at home longer 
with dignity. “Instead of 
leaving for a nursing home 
or assisted living facility, we 
can keep veterans safer at 
home with our services,” 
Rodrigues said. Subscribers 
have the option of wearing a 
button on their wrist or 
neck. “If they fall or need 
help, the button contacts our 
24-hour communication 
response center.” 

Rodrigues said that behind 
closed doors, one can fall 
and lay on the floor for 
hours. Once the emergency 
response button is pushed, 
help is received immediate- 
ly.- “Their information 
appears on screen in the call 
center, which includes the 
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lis permanently disabled. 
Brought to you as a public serv: 
ice by the tax-and-finance folks a 
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primary care doctor, hospi- 
tal, and friend or relative 
who will have access to the 
home.” 


Through Cimaglia’s associ- 
ations with the Veterans | 


Agents in Massachusetts, he 


was able to reach out to | 
agents from other towns | 


during their annual meet- 
ing. “He was an advocate 
for the program,” Rodrigues 
said. “This enabled us to 
launch the program by 
November 1lith last year - 
Veteran’s Day.” 

Be Safer at Home also 
offers services to veteran’s 
spouses. “If a vet moves into 
assisted living, their spouse 
is not alone. This helps 
remove the stigma of social 


isolation. We have staff in | 


our response center at two 
or three in the morning who 
can talk if they need some- 
one to listen,” 
said. 

In addition, Rodrigues said 
costs are covered under 
Chapter 115 Veteran’s 
Benefits in MA for low- 
income veterans, making it 


cost effective for vets who | 


do not qualify for special 
rates.

Taking a page out of Tip’s book

WILMINGTON - 


Massachusetts Democrats 
on Sunday celebrated the 
100th birthday of Tip 
O’Neill. O’Neill was a leg- 
endary figure in Washington 
who served as U.S. Speaker 
of the House in the 1970s and 
80s. 

A Cambridge Democrat, 
O’Neill was the son of a 
Irish immigrant. Thomas P. 
O’Neill, Jr. took his nick- 
name from a popular base- 
ball player. He was first 


| state representative from 
| North Cambridge. In 1949, 
| he 


became the _ first 
Democrat ever to serve as 
speaker of the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives. When John 
F. Kennedy ran for U.S. 
Senate in 1952, vacating a 
Congressional seat, O’Neill 
ran for that seat and won. 

The O’Neill family spent a 
summer in Wilmington 


| about 1920 at The Elms, a 


“leash 


summer boarding house run 
by “Pop” Neilson’s family in 
the old Colonial farmhouse 
at the corner of Glen Road 
and Harnden Street. The 
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O’Neills came to Wilmington 
after Tip’s brother Bill was 
diagnosed with asthma. 
They actually lived in the 
house now owned by Jay 
Tighe, near the Town Hall, 
built by Eddie and Mildred 
Neilson in 1915. 

Tip O’Neill loved nostalgia 
and would talk about the 
summer he spent at Silver 
Lake, about 1920. Some 55 
years later, he visited 
Wilmington, and met with 
Capt. Larz Neilson, founder 
of the Town Crier, who had 
memories of fighting with 
city Irish lads. “Pop” 
Neilson was Larz’s uncle. 

When Wilmington celebrat- 
ed its 250th anniversary in 
1980, Speaker O’Neill sub- 
mitted a letter of congratu- 
lations to the town, remi- 
niscing about the summer 
he spent at Silver Lake. That 
letter was published in the 
commemorative book, pub- 
lished a year after the 
anniversary. 

“My family moved there 
from Cambridge when I was 
8 years old - our doctor rec- 
ommended a move to the 
country because of my 
brother Bill’s health. We 
lived on Glen Road, near 
Pop Neilson’s farm, and I 
still enjoy reminiscing over 
the large barn filled with 
cows; the girl (Sylvia 
Neilson) who delivered milk 
in the pony cart; and the 
fresh vegetable stand that 
everyone stopped at every 
Sunday after Mass at 
Thompson’s Grove. It was a 
wonderful experience for a 
city boy to be able to live in 
the country!” 

When that book was pub- 
lished, Capt. Larz wrote a

veryone loves numbers, apparently. We’re seeing 
them everywhere. New York Times writer and 


numbers guru Nate Silver has been anointed the 
saint of our age of mathematical scientism—all things. he 
writes are to be declared sacred and always accurate. 
Those who disagree are backwards; they oppose science 
and fact. 

The media and politicians discuss demographics and 
relate them to desires: ten percent of people want this; if 
we only do this, then twenty-eight percent of young people 
will react positively; we need to tailor our message to 
reach the thirteen percent of people who might not hear it. 

And so on. 

But it’s not just in politics. Sports, too, have long utilized 
Statistics, but now, they have moved out of control. They 
unnecessarily dominate. I was troubled when I recently 
read in ESPN: The Magazine that statisticians have now 
figured out how to supposedly map chemistry. Teams have 
one energetic guy and one enigmatic guy and other 
types—throw them all together and you’ll have the perfect 
team. 

Statistics have unlocked the magic formula for the good 
life—or so it seems. 

The problem with this is that it is utterly and dangerous- 
ly reductionist. Think about it: can we really live like this? 

To do so would be to subscribe to a neo-fatalist outlook. 
We would cede our decisions to the experts, the ones on tel- 
evision or in the newspapers or in public and private life 
from whom we are told to take direction. 

So let’s try it—a day in the life of someone whose life is 
governed by the ubiquitous and omnipresent statistic. 

Our man wakes up in the morning. He pauses. Twenty- 
two percent of people hit the snooze alarm, but nineteen 
percent of people get up right away. The higher number 
wins out, he thinks. I’ll sleep in for fifteen more minutes. 

The alarm goes off again, and he enters the kitchen in 
order to get breakfast. Nine percent of people like a bagel 
in the morning, he considers. But, thirty-two percent like 
cereal, and fifty percent like eggs. 

I guess I’ll have eggs, he says.

air. Water thoroughly and 
often enough to keep the soil 
moist. Pour off any excess 
water that collects in the 
saucer, basket or foil wrap to 
prevent root rot. Save time 
and improve your plants 
growing conditions by plac- 
ing pebbles in the base of 
the saucer or foil to elevate 
the plants above the excess 
water. As the water evapo- 
rates, it increases the 
humidity around the plants. 
Or purchase one of. the 
saucer inserts, like rubber 
grids, that work the same 
way. 

3. Use nature-inspired dec- 
orations that provide enjoy- 
ment throughout the holiday 
season and beyond. Colorful 
stems, white painted allium 
seed heads and wooden stars 
can add beauty throughout 
the holidays and much of the 
year. Red wood wreaths are 
festive enough for the holi- 
days and timeless enough to 


leave hanging on your wall 
year round. Luminaries can 


be used to light the entrance 


to your home or the path to 
your. outdoor living space 
during warmer months. Use 
a few roosting pocket bird- 
houses to decorate trees and 
greenery and then move 
them outside for the birds. 
These decorations can pro- 
vide beauty and enjoyment 
way beyond the holiday sea- 
son and remove some of the 
pressure to take down all of 
the holiday decorations by a 
certain date. 

4. Spruce up indoor plants 
with a few holiday flowers, 
spangles and lights. Place a 
few cut flowers in floral 
picks filled with water. Place 
these in one or more of your 
houseplants for some sea- 
sonal color. Or add one of 
the miniature poinsettias, 
kalanchoes or cyclamen to a 
large planter. Simply sink 
the flowering plant, pot and 
all, into your houseplant 
container. Replace the small 


‘ flowering plants as they fade 


or the seasons change. 

Add colorful stems, ribbons 
and winter branch lights to 
your houseplants and 
planters for a bit of seasonal 
sparkle. Branch lights are 
also a festive way to light an 


entrance, bathroom, ©¢ or 
other out of the way space. 
Look for lights with timers 
to extend the life of the bat- 
teries and reduce your work-

Avoid Gift Card Pitfalls 


MARLBOROUGH -- Are 
you purchasing gift cards 
this holiday season? If so, 
beware of fees attached. The 
Gift Card Federal Law Act, 
passed in 2010 has improved 
consumers’ chances of get- 
ting full value out of the 
cards they buy or give, but 
there are still things to look 
out for. Here are some facts 
from BBB: 


- Money on a gift card can- 
not expire for at least five 
years from the date the card 
was purchased or the last 
date any additional money 
was loaded onto the card. 


- Inactivity fees can be 
charged only after a card 
hasn’t been used for at least 
one year, and you can be 
charged only once _ per 
month. But you may be 
charged a fee to buy the 
ecard or replace a lost or 
stolen card. 


: The expiration date on a 
card must be clearly dis- 
closed on the card, and fees 
must be clearly disclosed on 
the card or its packaging. 


+ There is no limit on 
monthly fees a company can 
charge after a card has been 
inactive for a year. The 
issuer has to tell you about 
it, so ask when you buy a 
card. 


- The actual card may 
expire before the five-year 
redemption period for a 
card. In other words, if the 
card is expired but it still 
has value, you may have to 
ask for (and possibly pay 
for) a new card. Look for 
expiration dates when you 
buy cards. 


- If you give a friend a card 
and they want to shop online 
rather than in a store, make 
sure it’s good for that. Some 
ecards have limitations on 
where or how they can be 
used. Look for the fine print 
on the packaging of the card 
when you buy it. 


Tips for buying 


cards: 


- Buy from sources you 
know and trust. Avoid buy- 
ing gift cards from online 
auction sites, because the 
cards may be counterfeit or 
may have been obtained 
fraudulently.

“The Town is reviewing the 
complaint with counsel,

Total devastation in house fire 
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The carport, center, and 
rear of Bradley’s home were 
in flames as 21 firefighters 
arrived on scene. Additional 
help was dispatched from 
Reading and North Reading 
to support the two-alarm 
fire. Neighboring homes 
were unharmed. 

Within the hour the blazing 
fire was tamed, but the 
house was_ unsalvageable. 
Crew remained on-scene 
until 5:30 p.m. to extinguish 
hot spots and investigate the 
fire’s origin, said 
Wilmington Deputy Fire 
Chief, Rick McClellan. “The 
biggest hazard we encoun- 
tered was propane tanks on 
the property.” More than 6- 
8 tanks McClellan said. 

The propane tanks found 
on the property were not 
connected to the fire. The 
cause of the fire is still unde- 
termined and it is not con- 
sidered suspicious. 

Bradley recalled that he 
was at a little workbench on 
the back porch before he 
left. “I put batteries in a 
charger for my battery-oper- 
ated tools,” he said. He won- 
dered if he left a work lamp 
on and one of his two cats 
knocked it over, but that he’s 
not sure. “There’s nothing 
left to look at,” he said. 

Bradley was grateful he let 
his cats out before leaving 


that day. They are currently 
in an old motorhome in his 
backyard. Donations have 
been made for hay and cat 
food as Bradley stays at a 
friend’s house. 

“Now I know how people in 
Staten Island feel - when 
your house is removed from 
under your feet it’s devastat- 
ing,” Bradley said. “But we 
survived. Everybody is 
alive.” 

Bradley’s biggest plight - 
he is without home insur- 
ance. “The economy has 
been brutal,” he said. After 
his company, Errand Boy 
Express, almost folded four 
years ago, Bradley has been 
working odd jobs just to get 
by - as a mechanic, carpen- 
ter, and painter. “It goes 
day by day,” he said. “I do 
whatever I can.” 

Gone with Bradley’s home 
are his tools - his lifeline for 
income. “Now I only have 
one thing to fall back on,” he 
said. Errand Boy Express, 
formerly a transportation 
service, which is now help- 
ing the elderly with errands. 
He has less than 15 cus- 
tomers per week. 

Since news of the fire, 
Bradley has had an over- 
whelming response from 
local communities. “There’s 
been a line of cars, people 
from different towns bring- 
ing money, toothpaste, food, 
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toilet paper, clothing, and 
furniture!” He estimates 
there are about 15 bags of 
clothing on his neighbor’s 
porch. “But there’s no place 
to put them,” he said. 

One local police officer 
encouraged his two daugh- 
ters, 7 and 8-years-old, to 
have a lemonade stand 
which raised $30.97. “That 
topped off all the aches and 
pains - to have those two 
beautiful kids do that for 
me,” Bradley said. 

Longtime friend and neigh- 
bor, Jenny Connell, created 
“Help George Rebuild” 
through Give Forward, on 
online fundraising _ site, 
which has raised over $3,000 
to date - 16% of the $20,000 
goal. 

Donors have left words of 
encouragement on the site 
for Bradley: from childhood 
friends to strangers, all 
reaching out as the holiday 
season draws near. “...May 
you feel the spirit of the sea- 
son and the goodness of peo- 
ple’s hearts always.” 

“I know times are tough,” 
Connell wrote on her donor 
page, “but please find it in 
your hearts to come togeth- 
er, and make whatever dona- 
tion you can afford to help 
this man rebuild his home.”

‘iron’ as opposing teams 
scored 118 goals against 
Wilmington, in a season that 
saw the team finish with a 3- 
17overall record competing 
for the first time in the very 
tough Middlesex League.

During that time he started 
to get involved in coaching, 
volunteering as a Pop 
Warner Coach before getting 
involved with the Bedford 
High School Football pro- 
gram in 2003. He has served 
as an assistant coach in 
some capacity ever since. 
This past year was his ninth 
season with the Bucs serv- 
ing as the receivers and line- 
backers coach. 

If was in 2004 when he 
decided that he wanted to 
change careers, so he went 
to Salem State College and 
earned his undergraduate’s 
degree in physical education 
and since then has worked 
his way into completely his 
master’s degree in athletic 
administration. He has been 
a physical education teacher 
at WHS for the past six 
years. 
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“I’m at the high school full- 
time so I’m available to the 
girls whenever they need 
me,” he said. “Throughout 
my years of coaching, my 
mentor, the coach at 
Bedford, has made me 
believe that everything you 
do in coaching can’t be done 
at fifty or sixty percent and 
you have to do it atleast 110 
percent. And that’s not only 
with me but with the entire 
staff. We want to put every- 
thing we have into the pro- 
gram and for the girls, and 
so far they have all respond- 
ed in a positive way.” 

Covelluzzi said that his 
assistant coaches are 
Kathryn Murray and former 
WHS player Kelly Brandano. 
Murray played four years at 
Woburn High School and 
was a part of two state 
championship teams, and 
Brandano played hockey and 
softball at WHS before grad- 
uating in 2011 and serving in 
the US Military before com- 
ing back to help out the pro- 
gram. 

“T think the experience that 
the two of them have will 
really be a positive thing for 
the program,” he said. “I 
think having the two of them 
onboard will be the biggest 
difference in us turning the 
corner.” 

Covelluzzi is married and 
he and his wife Kerry have 
two children, Mikey and 
Joseph, ages 5 and 3. His son 
Mikey has started lacing up 
skates for the first time. And 
while Mikey’s Dad will be 
teaching his son the basics 
of hockey, he said he’ll be 
going back to basics. when 


coaching the Girls on: the 
Wildcats team. 

“Defensively it’s play it 
simple with a box-and-one,” 
he said. “We’ll have one girl 
attacking and two other 
girls out in front of the net 
because that’s where most 
of goals are scored in girls’ 
hockey are from within the 
front of the net.

, BILLERICA -- Every once 
in a while a team will have a 
magical season where 
everything seems to go right 
and they dominate their 
opponents for an entire sea- 
son. For most teams, this is 
a\once in a decade or so phe- 
homenon. But for the 
Shawsheen Tech Wrestling 
team that same magic 
seems to happen year after 
year.

’ There is no reason to 
believe that this season will 
be any different. either, as 
the Rams enter their 27th 
season with Donovan as 
head coach as the Rams 
look primed for another 
league title and beyond. 

‘ “The kids have set goals 
for themselves,” Donovan 
said. “They want to win the 
CAC title, the voke title and 


said. 


they want to win the 
Division 1 title as well. It is 
a senior driven team and we 
feel like we can be very suc- 
cessful. They are working 
hard every day. We have 
some real good kids return- 
ing as well as some new kids 
who are also going to .do 
very well.” 

Shawsheen does lose some 
key athletes off of last year’s 
team, as they lost five 
starters to graduation, 
including tri captains John 
Baker of Wilmington, Frank 


Murray of Tewksbury and - 


Jonathan Stearns. Stearns 
picked up his 100th career 
victory last season, 
wrestling at 126 pounds. 

But as Donovan said, the 
Rams also bring back some 
great talent as well. Five 
wrestlers who finished in the 
top five of last year’s sec- 
tional tournament return to 
the Rams lineup this season, 
led by Division 1 state cham- 
pion Devonn Pratt, who cap- 
tured the crown at 138 
pounds last season ‘before 
moving up to 152 this season. 

As great as Pratt was last 
season, he has set his sights 
even higher this season and 
Donovan says there is very 
good reason for his opti- 
mism. 

“He is looking at winning 
the state title. He wants to 
be the Division 1 champion 
again and he also wants and 
All-State title and a New 
England title,” Donovan 
“He is a relentless, 
driven kid, and he is also a 
humble, hard working kid. 
He is a great leader for us. 
The other kids really look up 
to him.” 


But Pratt is not alone in 
leading the Rams, as he is 
just one of three senior cap- 
tains for the team along with 
Dilan Kenney Dustin 
Thibault. Both wrestlers 
finished fifth in the section- 
als last season and will be 
counted on for big seasons 
once again with Kenney 
competing at 126 pounds and 
Thibault at 182. 

There is talent up and 
down the Rams lineup, start- 
ing at 106 pounds where 
sophomore Bryan Spinosa 
will look for another great 
season after finishing fifth 
in the sectionals last season. 
Two more _ sophomores, 
Tyler Gefford and Ryan 
Donnelly will wrestle at 113 
and 120 pounds, respectively. 

Senior Matt Mann of 
Wilmington will return to 
the starting lineup at 132 
pounds, and Donovan is 
looking forward to a great 
season from the three year 
starter. 

“He is going to have a big 
year,” Donovan said. “He is 
looking to be a state champi- 
on. Pound for pound he is 
probably the strongest kid 
on the team. He has worked 
real hard for us and he just 
keeps getting better.” 

Junior Tim Ward will take 
over for Pratt at 138 pounds, 
while senior John Costa of 
Tewksbury will compete at 
145. 

Sophomore Chris Sorenson 
will compete at 160 pounds, 
while three year starter 
Nick Hoar will return at 170 
pounds after finishing third 
in the sectionals last season. 

Senior Bryan Reppucci will 
return for a second year in 
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the starting lineup at 195 
pounds, while junior Zach’ 
Zahari, who started as a 
heavyweight for the Rams 
last season, will move down 
to 220 pounds this year. 

A pair of Wilmington resi- 
dents, senior Steve Anderson 
and junior Joe Steen will 
battle for a spot in the start- 
ing lineup on a weekly basis 
in the heavyweight division. 

“It is a blood bath in our 
room between them,” 
Donovan said. “They are 
going to battle every week 
and that will help them once 
they get into matches.” 

Other seniors on the roster 
are Mike Callahan, John 
Costa, Travis Yailion and 
Kevin Rosseti. 

“We are a well rounded 
team,” Donovan said. “I 
think this is the most well 
rounded team we have had 
in twenty years,” Donovan 
said. “It compares well with 
our 2009-10 team that had 
Alex Najjar and 
Compeneschi.” 

With all of the talent on the 
Shawsheen roster, Donovan 
knows the expectations for 
his team will be high, and he 
also knows that they will get 
the best that each of their 
opponents has to offer. 

“We know people will be 
gunning for us and we know 
that when we go into a tour- 
nament we are a_ hated 
team,” Donovan said. “But 
it is a good hate. We use it 
as motivation. We know we 
have to stay humble and 
work hard every day in prac- 
tice.

Whip isn’t opposed to hav- 
ing an affair with a co-work- 
er. 

Washington takes his role 
as a pilot on the edge by the 
horns. He wrestles with the 
addiction inside of Whip, 
winning a few battles, losing 
most of the others. 

Washington plays an air- 
line pilot who, despite being 
hung-over, drunk and coked- 
up, manages to bring down 
a damaged plane in a dar- 


ing emergency landing on 


what should have been a 
routine flight between 
Orlando and Atlanta. 

Robert Zemeckis, the 
director of films like Cast 
Away, Back to the Future, 
The Polar Express and 
Forrest Gump, keeps his 
storytelling lean and effi- 
cient. The movie’s deep sup- 
porting cast includes John 
Goodman, Don Cheadle 
and, another Oscar-winner, 
Melissa Leo. 

Goodman appears in only 
two scenes, but his part as 
Harling Mays, Whip’s drug 
supplier’s classic Goodman. 

Cheadle has engaging 
scenes, too, as the Chicago 
lawyer hired by the pilots’ 
union to protect Whip from 
potential criminal negli- 
gence charges. Cheadle 
plays it straight as the all- 
business attorney, a tactic 
that lets his straight-man 
reaction to Whip’s off-the- 
rails behavior become more 
comic relief. 

The script wobbles and 
many people will find the 
ending unsatisfactory, but 
Washington’s performance 
is worth the price of admis- 
sion. He is always mesmer- 
izing on screen, but here he 
opens up more than he ever 
has, allowing the audience 
to be disturbed by Whip’s 
carelessness and irresponsi- 
bility and the way he hurts 
others, while holding on to 
our attention and loyalty. 


“KILLING THEM 
SOFTLY” 
GRADE: *** 


This small-time gangster 
story plays out as a 
metaphor for twenty-first 
century American society, 
and the economic divide in 
America. 

The movie has violent 
moments, including some 
very violent ones, but for

People Helping People began in the late, 
1970's when a volunteer from a local church in 
Burlington saw the need for basic assistance 
within the community. His outreach began by - 
handing out Thanksgiving baskets of food from 
the American Legion Hall in town. He also, gave 
gifts to needy children at Christmas as the” 
Burlington Santa. pee 
As word of his efforts grew so did the need. 
Another volunteer was recruited to take over as - 
the Burlington Santa, and in 1980, a third volun- . 
teer began the Community Pantry. The pantry, - 
operating out of the Congregational Church 
basement, supplied donated food to Burlington 
residents who were in need of food all year long, 
not just around the holidays. ries 
The activities of People Helping People were - 
funded largely by the Congregational Church’s - 
Deacon’s Fund. The’ Congregational Church 
continues to be one of the largest contributors. 
In the early days, funds were provided mainly 
by houses of worship in town represented by.the 
Burlington Clergy Association. a 
As the need for emergency help grew in 
town, so did the organization. In 1988, these few 
volunteers incorporated People Helping People 
as an umbrella organization combining the 
Burlington Community Pantry, the Covenant for 
Basic Needs and the Burlington Santa, or , 
Holiday Program as it is known today.

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Two factors at play with regard to the artificial sweetener 
Can diet soda 
cause weight gain? 


“For decades, people have turned to diet soft drinks as a 
healthier alternative to regular soft drinks. However, con- 
suming diet soda on a regular basis may have some serious 
health ramifications, including weight gain.

<It may seem counterintuitive to suggest that diet sodas 
may be causing people to gain weight, particularly because 
these sodas are commonly consumed by people who are 
trying to lose weight. However, artificial sweeteners found 
in'some diet sodas may increase a person's risk of obesity. 
It's not entirely what you are eating that can cause weight 
gain.but what the body thinks it is eating (or drinking) that 
pays a role. 


‘ Phere are two factors at play with regard to the artificial 
sweetener conundrum. First, The University of Texas 
Health Science Center in San Antonio has researched the 
potential link between obesity and artificial sweeteners. 
Researchers have found that something in the chemical 
structure of these sweeteners alters the way the brain 
processes the neurotransmitter serotonin. In addition to 
helping with sleep, mood and other functions in the body, 
serotonin helps tell the body when it is full. When natural 
foods and sugars are consumed, serotonin signals to the 
brain to turn off your body's appetite. However, artificial 
sweeteners may prolong the release of serotonin, and your 
= remains in full force long after it should have abat- 
ed. iw 


Free component of artificial sweeteners, particularly 
aspartame, is that these chemicals can trick the body into 
thinking it has, in fact, consumed sugar. That triggers the 
pancreas to ‘produce the insulin needed to regulate blood- 
glucose levels. It also causes the body to store the glucose 
as fat. This can lead to low blood sugar, which may cause 
you to eat a sugary treat in response. Having diet soda or 
eating a sugarless item once in a while won't create any 
long-term effects. But repeatedly relying on artificial 
sweeteners could affect appetite and change blood sugar 
levels for good. 

These aren't the only consequences to diet soda and 
other beverages. Drinking diet soda regularly may affect 
cardiovascular health. According to the American Heart 
Association, research presented at the American Stroke 
Association's International Stroke Conference found people 
who drink diet soda every day have a 61 percent higher risk 
of vascular events than those who reported no soda con- 
sumption. 

Regular soda isn't a better alternative. It can contribute 
to weight gain and cardiovascular issues as well as an 
increased risk for diabetes. A 2011 review published in the 
journal Circulation stated that a positive association has 
been shown between sugar-sweetened soft drink consump- 
tion and weight gain in both children and adults. 

Nutritionists and doctors have advised that instead of 
adding artificial sweeteners to water and other beverages, 
flavor them with lemon or lime juice. Instead of drinking 
diet soda, opt for unsweetened tea or plain water. 

Although diet soda may seem a likely option to help curb 
calories and prevent weight gain, such beverages may actu- 
ally be having an adverse effect on a person's weight.

Tips to make your favorite recipes healthier 


A healthy diet plays a significant role in a person's over- 
all health. Without a healthy diet, men and women are 
more susceptible to disease and other potentially harmful 
ailments.

Fat can help your body absorb vita- 
mins A, D, E and K, and replacing fat with something like 
carbohydrates decreases how much these valuable vita- 
mins are absorbed. In addition, dietary fat releases chemi- 
cals in the brain that make you feel full; reducing the like- 
lihood that you will overeat. 

Those are just a few of the benefits of dietary fat, which 
is an essential element of a healthy diet. But overconsump- 
tion of dietary fat can be dangerous, and many people sim- 
ply need to trim some fat from their diets. One way to do 
that is to reduce how.much butter, shortening or oil you use 
when cooking. For some recipes, you may be able to cut 
suggested portions of such ingredients by half without 
replacing them; however, for others, especially those for 
baked goods, these items may have to be replaced. In the 


‘case of the latter, find a suggested alternative to high-fat 


items, and only use half of the high-fat item listed in the 
original recipe. Chances are you won't taste the difference, 


but your body will be better for it.

thin wall or piece of glass. Or a 
shower with no walls at all is 
the ultimate in space-saving. 
The entire bathroom floor is 
decked out in tile, and a portion 
is sloped toward a shower 
drain. 


* Think about installing a 
skylight if you prefer natural 
light, but there is no room for a 
traditional window.

* Substitute healthier fare. Substituting items is anottick' 
way to turn a favorite dish into a healthier dish without~ 
altering the flavor dramatically, if at all. For example,’ 
instead of cooking with enriched pasta, purchase whole- 
wheat or whole-grain pastas, which are higher in fiber and° 
lower in calories.

Some ‘of 
your favorite dishes that call for frying or cooking in oil can 
be just as flavorful if you opt for healthier methods like 
braising, broiling, grilling, or steaming. When recipes call 
for basting foods in oil or drippings, forgo these unhealthy 
options and baste foods in vegetable juice or fat-free broth 
instead. 

What you use to cook can also be healthy or unhealthy. 
Nonstick cookware won't require you to use oil or butter to 
keep foods from sticking to the pan. This reduces the 
amount of fat and calories you will consume, and you like- 
ly won't notice a difference with regards to flavor.
